The Democratic Committee report on 
the five per cent provision defined it as 
‘‘a discrimination in favor of American 
shipping, designed to bui'd up our mer-

foreign markets.”’ 

Yet although they fully realized the 
tremendous importance of this measure 
which they said involved millions of 
dollars, they lacked the foresight to 
consult their own Attorney General 
to the possibility of enacting it into 
law. They hada of what 
they wanted, adopted a method 
of trying to secure it, and by careless 
guess work threw the whole matter 
into the courts. 

Furthermore, 
discrimination had not been questioned 
by the Attorney General the provision 
was so clumsily drafted that three dif- 
ferent interpretations have been placed 
upon it. Counsel for the importers 
claimed one interpretation, goverment 
attorneys claimed another, and the 
Board of General Appraisers furnish a 
third different from all, 

During the debate in Congress on this 
provision, Republican members repeat- 
edly warned the Democrats that, quite 
apart from its poley, its phraseology 
was meaningless and should be correct 
ed to become effective. 

It was so much breath wasted, The 
majority stubbornly refused to accept 
either caution, suggestion or amend- 
ment. The result has been that this 
very important clause has thus far 
proven|mere useless verbiage, except 
to cause litigation and expense to all 
concerned. About the only purpose it 
has served is to emphasize the fact that

authorities. Some suggest that an in- 
junction should be prayed for. The 
attention of the Mountain Lake Park 
Association will be called to this action 
of the receivers of the water company.

Parcel Post Business Increasing. 

According to railroad officials on the 
Baltimore and Ohio and Western Mary- 
land, the growth of the parcel post in 
recent months has been nothing short 
of wonderful, and the railroads are. 
haying their hands full in caring for 
the big business. On the Western 
Maryland it is a daily occurence to have 
from one to two solid express and mail 
cars packed to the roof with this parcel 
post and packages, while the 
Baltimore and Ohio now runs two mail 
cars on all through trains.

The Referendum As It Worked Out In 
Switzerland. 


To the Editor of The Republican. 

In this final article with regard to the 
Referendum, concluding the series you 
bave so kindly published, I desire to re- 
fer briefly to some opinions which have 
been expressed at yarious times with 
regard to its workings. | take a few 
words from a summary relative to its 
workings in Switzerland: 

‘Fifty years ago Switzerland was 
more under the heeis of 
ment than we are  today—political 
turmoil, rioting, civil war, monopoly, 
aristocracy and oppression—that was 
the history of a large portion of the 
Swiss, until within a few decades. To- 
day the country 1s the freest and most 
peaceful in the world, What has 
wrought the change’ Simply union and 
the referendum for justice.’’ 

In the Outlook of August 
President Wilson, then Goyernor, 
‘For tifteen years, I taught my classes 
that the Initiative and Referendum 
would not work. I| can prove it now; 
but the trouble is they do. The im- 
mediate thing we have got to do is to 
resume popular goyernment. We are 
cleaning house and in order to clean 
house the one thing we need is a good 
broom, The Initiative and Referendum 
are good brooms.”’ 

President Roosevelt said in a recent 
speech: 

‘| believe in the Initiative and 
Referendum which should be used not 
to destroy representative government 
but to correct it when ever it becomes 
misrepresentative. ' 

Governor Shatroth, of Colorado, a 
state possessing a good Initiative and 
Referendum system, said: 

The Initiative and Referendum places 
the government nearer to the people. 
‘That bas always been the aim of the 
framers of all republican forms of 
government." 

In a recent article entitled ‘‘The 
Oregon System at Work,’ by a member 
of the Portland, Oregon, bar, a contrast 
between our present method of electing 
officers, with the Referendum method 
of considering measures, is wel! placed 
in the following words: 

‘‘What a man really represents 
known only to him and his maker, and 
his future conduct in detail under new 
and untried conditions is past finding 
out. The educative effect of the dis- 
cussion of a matter of public interest, 
generally participated in, with audience 
for everybody who has anything to say 
and with everybody who cares to think 
about it having a voice in the result, 
followed by a second decision, simply 
cannot be exaggerated. ”’ 

He adds that the composite voter 
whose mind and purpose are portrayed 
by these votes, appears to be ‘*desirous 
of improvement of his institution, open 
to thoughtful advice but adverse to 
yisionary innovations. "’ 

I have recited these authorities 
which might be infinitely multiplied as 
tending to prove that in operation the 
Referendum has vindicated the views 
expressed in my prior letters. 

My hope is not simply that direct 
popular government shall be applied 
to state affairs, and that the people of 
Marviand shall so vote so far as the 
Referendum is concerned this fall, but 
that we may so develop the idea that 
war and danger of war shall be checked 
and restrained by the necessity of ref- 
erence to vote of the entire people, be 
fore we enter upon hostilities, ‘This de- 
velopment of popular government ma) 
be far in the future, but it is a develop- 
ment which we conscientiously and de- 
terminedly should labor to obtain. 

I thank you for the courtesy 
have extended to one who feels a deep 
interest as a citizen of Maryland in the 
progressive extension and development 
of true popular government.

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“HUMAN CATTLE.” 


The following editorial taken froma 
leading Philadelphia paper is so mani- 
festly unfair and misleading that we 
cannot let it without comment. 
We feel sure that the vast majority of 
farm women, loyal co-partners of their 
husbands, will resent the untruthful 
presentation of the subject. 

‘-The farmers’ wives are 
Thousands of them have 
letters answering the queries of Secre- 
tarv Houston. In fact. their condition 
isso nearly unbearable that some of 
them have even urged the passage of a 
law compelling their husbands to treat 
them with as much consideration as the 
live stock. Tho the stewards of riches, 
they themselves are kept in poyerty; 
they have no pin money, no entertain- 
ment, nothing but days of incessant 
drudgery. And despite their labors, 
which often take more time than their 
husbands’, they rarely enjoy the com- 
forts or graces of life, for the profits 
are always returned to the farm. ‘Of 
what use is it,’’ one of them asks, ‘‘to 
buy more land, to raise more corn, to 
feed more hogs, to buy more land’’’ 
Amaryllis, once an individual who could 
thrill at the mooing of a cow, thus be- 
comes a farm implement, with no more 
personality than a hoe or a sickle. 

‘*These cases where the farm is run | 
solely for itself, without regard for the 
human beings on them, may be in the 
minority, but they are not rare. The} 
countryside is no longer a field of | 
asphode, where every living thing is’ 
happy, where lambs are skipping to, 
the tabor, while Phyllis dances quaintly || 
with her Damon, each in fresh new | 
smock. Necessity keeps the farmer at! 
his work, but itis not necessity alone’ 
that turns his entire family into a band | 
of helots. The tedium and drudgery | 
that makes the wives complain and 
drives the fretful children to the city | 
and finally leaves the farm a deserted | 
ruin spring from the missrule of that 
supposedly docile creature, who now 
appears as a tyrant—the farmer him 
self. ) 

*‘But in its judgment of him the’ 
world can easily be too severe. Nearly 
all Americans still crave the kind of | 
prosperity seen in the reports of boards 
of trade; they like to see the wheels, 
running, but not the human product. 
And how can the farmer be singled out 
and blamed for stepping to the univer-, 
sal music? The same passion, which 
may be called commercial ambition or 
simply greed, that has driven him to 
buy more land for more hogs has per- | 
suaded Mr, Grundy and many another | 
manufacturer that itis right to grow | 
rich from the labors of children, or, 
from money that should have been 
spent in wages. Personalities are not 
crushed merely on farms. And in a 
land where living, for all buta few, is 
only a mechanical operation, it 1s per- 
haps a little fastidious to protest 
against the farmers for discriminating 
in favor of their live stock.’’ 


In all probability there are farmers 
who are greedy, over-ambitious and 
therefore hard taskmasters, but this 
type of human being may be found in 
every occupation. Wives can be found 
in every walk of life who, if given the 
invitation and opportunity, would write 
as complainingly and as uncharitably 
as were some of the answers to the 
Secretary's invitation to farmers’ 
wives. The unfortunate thing is that 
menin high and influential positions 
should be 80 unacquainted with the 
spirit and integrity of the farm women 
of this country as to draw such unfair 
and damaging inference from the letters 
of a small percentage of the 15,000,000 
farm women.

Postal Savings 


If interested in saving money with 
interest—that's not intended fora play 
of words—read the following, which, in 
part, is given as is posted in the lobby 
of the postoffice, which allows any one 
living at any place in the domain of 
your Uncle Samuel's to open a_ postal 
savings account by mail at any office. 

Every person in the United States 
ten years old or oyer may open an ac- 
count in a postal savings bank after 
July ist, according to an instructive 
leaflet on the Postal Savings Svstem 
just issued by Postmaster Gz neral 
Burleson. This important extension of 
the service will be made by 
permitting persons living in com- 
munities so sparsely settled as not to 
justify the designation of their local 
post offices as regular postal savings 
banks to open accounts by mail 

Under the plan adopted by the Post- 
master General for opening accounts 
by mail an intending depositor, re- 
siding where there is no regularly 
ignated postal savings bank will apply 
to his local postmaster, who will 
that necessary identification data 
prepared and forwarded to a nearby 
postoflice authorized to accept deposits 
The intending depositor will then be 
given permission to forward his first 
and sudsequent deposits by money or- 
der or registered mail direct to the 
postmaster at the banking point for 
which receipts or certificates will be is- 
sued. He may withdraw all or Any 
part of his postal savings mail 
and on demand, together with in- 
terest that may be due him 

Postal savings receipts have broken 
all records the past year. During the 
eight months prior to Arril 1 there was 
a net gain in deposits of $19,000,000, 
against a gain of $8,000,000 for the 
same months the year before. Thous- 
ands of new accounts have been opened 
and the millions made up largely of 
hidden savings have been turned back

BLIGHT OF APPLE AND PEAR 


Prof. Norton, of The Experiment 
Station, Gives Instructions For 
Its Contro! 

Blight is now prevalent on app 
pear trees in nearly all parts 
land. On some apple tree 
all the fruit has been cd: 
loss in many orchards in 
very serious. 
This disease haa been pre 
extent ever since fruit was first grown 
in this country, but some years becomes 
worse than usual 
wild hawthorn, 
berry and en many similar cultivated 
shrubs. It is very injurious to quinces, 
The blight first appears in the blos- 
soms, where the bacteria which iuses 
it are carried by bees, or sometimes 
other insects. The germs multiply in 
the nectar of the flowers, and from a 
single such flower, bees may infect the

The disease spreads downward from 
the flowers between the «ood and bark, 
killing two to ten inche 
day, but later it progres 
ly, and in apples usual! 
young twigs; but sometimes usually in 
pear, it keeps extending, killing large 
branches, or the whole tree, or forming 
cankers in the bark in which the bac- 
teria begin to multiply inthe exuding 
sap around the cankers, or 
infected twigs. This is the

The blight often goes through short 
spurs, orsprouts, or wounds of 
kind, into the body of the tree, even 
near or below the ground.

The most effictive treatment con- 
sists in cutting out the diseased parts. 
In young erchards and in nurseries 
where there is naturally but little bight 
and in old orchards in seasons when 
blight is not serious, bys ¢ out 
every blighted twig and canker us svon 
as possible, giving special! attention to 
the body and base of the tree, «a bad 
outbreak may be prevented in f 
ing vears.

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THE COMEDY OF ERRORS 


Democratic Tariff Fallacy Still 
Matter Unsettled. 


Washington, D. C., 
Court of Appeals has just 
added another act to the of 
errors in which the Democratic adminis- 
tration takes the star part. 

The Court has rendered am opinion 
on the construction of the provision in 
the Underwood tariff law intended to 
give a five per cent discount in customs 
duties on merchandise imported in 
American vessels, and has yirtually de- 
clared that the effect of the provision 
gives a wholesale discrimination in 
favor of ships of foreign countries. 

In a recent article attention was 
directed to this classic blunder then 
pending before the CustomsCourt. The 
slovenly methods by which it was en- 
acted were referred to, showing that 
the Democrats had a vague idea about 
aiding American shipping, adopted a 
vague method of extending such aid, 
and by careless guess work had thrown 
the whole matter into the courts, It 
was shown that during the debate in 
Congress Republicans had given re- 
peated warnings that, apart from its 
policy, the phraseology of the five 
per cent section Was meaningless and 
should be corrected to accomplish its 
purpose. 

The decision of the Court ot Customs 
Appeals completely confirms the state- 
ments, and rubs it in by saying: 

‘The wisdom or expediency of the 
policy is a matter into which we may 
not inquire nor have we the right to 
suspend the operation of the statute be- 
cause we may think its purpose is not 
adequately accomplished.’’ 

It will be recalled that the language 
of the five per cent. discount section 
provided that ‘‘nothing herein shall be 
so construed as to abrogate or in any 
manner impair or affect the provisions 
of our treaties with foreign nations.”"’ 

It appears from the opinion of the 
Customs Court that there are at least 
5,500 treaty nation vessels in the Ameri- 
can foreign trade, and that there are 
not over fifty American vessels. As a 
‘*favor’’ to our own ships the Demo- 
cratic Congress, according to this de- 
cision, gave an EQUAL BOUNTY to 
5,500 competing foreign vessels, 

In its decision the Court referred to 
statistics showing that the discount 
provision reduces duties five per cent. 
upon considerably more than one-half 
of all our duitable imports. After al! 
its labored adjustment of tariff rates 
the Democrats, in this single paragraph 
proposing a five per cent. discount, 
practically destroyed the effect of all 
preceding schedules, and in the same 
breath conferred upon foreign ships a 
valuable privilege intended only 
own ships. 

In harmony with the decision of the 
Court of Customs Appeals there will bs 
a refund of customs duties estimated at 
from twelve million to fifteen million 
dollars. Who gets the benefit of this 
refund? Eventually by far the larger 
part of it will find ita way into the 
coffers of foreign manufacturers. 

Unless the United States Supreme 
Court reverses the decision of the Court 
of Customs Appeals, these millions of 
dollars must come out of a treasury 
already facing a huge deficit resulting 
from gross mismanagement by the 
present administration.

Inspectors 
are also required to see that proper 
sanitary conditions are maintained in 
the factories Renovated butter for 
export is inspected to determine its 
purity, quality, and grade, and if found 
pure and properly branded and marke d, 
a certificate is issued setting forth these 
facts. 

Dairy Division supervises the man- 
utacture of 500,000 to 900,000 pounds of 
butter each year for the Navy. Accord- 
ing to specifications prepared by thi 
division, this butter is made from past- 
eurized sweet cream and packed both in 
hermetically sealed cans holding 5 
pounds each and in tubs holding 60 
pounds each. This butter is made es- 
pecially for storage purposes and is 
used aboard ships at sea, where its 
keeping quality is of great importance. 
The handling of this work has afforded 
the division an opportunity to control 
conditions so that the methods of manu- 
facture and storage could be studied. 
The methods now used have been large-

Males A Formal Statement, 
To the Editor of The Republicar

MY DEAR MR. SINCELL:—The publica 
tion by the Receivers of the Mt. Lake 
Water & Light Co,

Mt. Lassen, California, whose violent 
eruption of May 19 places it in the first 
rank of volcanoes now dangerously ac- 
tive, has become the subject of an in- 

forma! cooperative study by the ge- 
ological survey and the forest service. 
At the request of the survey, a tele- 
gram has been sent from Washington 
instructing the officers of the Lassen 
national forest, in which the peak 
stands, to continue observations of the 
volcano’s activity and keep a record to 
be used asa basis for a scientific in-

Despite the so-called war orders the 
export of manufacturers of all kinds 
other than foodstuff have been in 
the similar period before the war. Th 
statement refers to the foreign trade 
of 10 months which shows a balance of 
almost a billion dollars. ‘‘The normal 
sales of manufactures during 
says the statement, ‘wer 
than those under existing 
ditions." Because of this fact and the 
shrinkage of goods it is found that the 
net increase in our total exports has 
been wholly in food stuffs. One of the 
outstanding features of the analysis is 
that more than 45 million dollars worth 
of American horses and almost 1) 
million dollars worth of mules have 
been fed to the battlefields. 

We have asked about ‘‘fire 
blight’’ that is doing serious damage 
to fruit trees, and a remedy for which 
has not yet been discovered. Itis said 
to be caused by an insect that thus far 
has not been reached by spraying. It 
was first seen in California and has 
been rapidly spreading over the 
country. It is called fire blight because 
the tender branches affected by it ap- 
pear as if they were touched by fire. 
Few orchards in this and adjoining 
States are free from its ravages. The 
United States Agricultural Department 
is not idle concerning it, but cannnt yet 
suggest a means of preventing its rav- 
ages. It may come to this, thatit will 
be necessary to clip off and burn every 
twig and small branch in which it finds

BILLIONS FOR FARMERS. 


American Crops This Year Most Valu- 
able Ever Produced 

American harvests thi year will be 
the most valua>*le ever produced. With 
the wheat cr  exceeccing a billion 
bushels, the largest ever grown in one 
season by any nation, anda corn crop, 
which also may prove to be the biggest 
ever grown, the Government's October 
crop report, issued today, announced 
preliminary estimates which indicate 
record harvests of oats, barley, rve 
sweet potatoes, rice, tobacco and hay 

Corn still is king of crops, with indi 
cations of 3,036,159,000 bushels. While 
that is 98,000,000 bushels below the rec- 
ord of 1912, the final production, when 
the harvest is finished and all statistics 
compiled, will more than make up the | 
difference. The higher prices this year | 
assured the most valuable corn crop 
eyer grown. At prices to farmers pre- 
vailing Uctober 1 the corn cropis worth 
$2,133, 000, 000 

Wheat prospects improved as the 
growing season progressed and the 
Government's early season forecas's 
moved up months by months, so that 
today’s preliminary estimate of pro- 
duction was placed at  1,002,029,000 
bushels. Wet weather at harvest time, 
however, reduced the quality of winter 
wheat, so that much ot it will not be 
available for milling purposes and will! 
have to be used for feed. At prices 
prevailing October 1 the farm value of 
the crop is $910,844,000, considerably 
more than ever was paid for a wheat 
crop before. 

September weather was particularly 
destructive to potatoes, causing a re 
duction of 37,758,000 bushels, or 10 
per cent., in the forecast of production. 
lobacco also suffered from unfavorable 
conditions, which caused a decrease of 
21,196,000 pounds in the production 
forecast. ‘Tobacco, however, promises 
to exceed the record crop of 1908 by 
43,0000, 000,000 pounds. : 

Oats will exceed the record crop of 
1912 by almost 100,000,000 bushels, 
Barley will exceed its record by 13,000,- 
000 bushels; sweet potatoes by 5,000,- 

) bushels, and hay by 8,000,000 tons 

‘*The barley crop, like the other small- 
grain crops and wheat and oats, has 
overrun early forecasts of production 
and exceeds that of any previous barley 
crop, the estimate being 23 
bushels, which compares with last 
years estimate of 195,000,000 and the 
average of the preceding five vears of

In short, town and country 
work under the Roadside Tree Law is 
no longer an experiment, but an as- 
sured and very successful fact, eo that 
the proper amount of interest and sup- 
port on the part of residents will help 
to make town tree work of wider ap- 
plication, and of much actual benefit to 
all towns which regard the attractive- 
ness of their roads and streets as a 
very desirable asset.

Former Judge U. S, Grant Kendall,

Under these conditions, is it not time 
that Maryland should pause and con- 
sider whether this expenditure of public 
money is justifiable?
